Water  Rules  and  Regulations  were  adopted  by  the  Council  in 
April,  1931. 


IV.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER.  The  Water  Supply  Scheme  for  the  Town  was  completed  in  1931,  and  connections  to  houses  and 
other  premises  have  been  proceeded  with.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  312  services  had  been  laid 
supplying  water  to  396  houses  in  addition  to  other  premises.  21  extra  services  were  laid  during  the  year 
supplying  47  houses  and  other  premises.  An  existing  deep  borehole  was  purchased  in  Angel  Street  during 
the  year  to  augment  the  existing  supply  in  Lady  Lane.  A pump  house  was  erected  and  an  electrically  driven 
pump  installed.  This  is  a great  addition  to  the  water  supply  and  the  two  pumps  give  approximately  8500 
gallons  per  hour. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the  Town  was  completed 
at  the  end  of  1932.  Particulars  of  new  drainage  to  the  Sewers  are  given  below.  32  further  connections  Urn 
the  Sewer  were  made  during  the  year.  ™ 

Cesspools,  Privies  and  Pail  Closets.  The  emptying  of  these  is  still  undertaken  by  the  Council 
with  a scale  of  charges  on  the  occupants  of  the  houses.  During  the  year  the  following  were  emptied  by  the 
Council’s  Plant.

SCAVENGING.  The  arrangements  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  remain  the  same,  the 
refuse  being  collected  once  and  in  some  parts  of  the  district  twice  per  week,  and  taken  to  a satisfactory  dump 
out  of  the  Town  by  a Contractor.

Two  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  in  Angel  Street  in  1933  covering  16  houses  in  addition  to  2 cottages 
with  closing  orders  in  force  and  other  buildings.  One  clearance  scheme  completed,  8 new 
houses  erected  and  occupied  and  8 houses  demolished.  Second  scheme  nearly  completed. 


YI.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  Supply.  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  is  been  administered  in  the  District.  No  additional 
registrations  during  the  year.  Four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  analysis  on  instructions  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  One  supplementary  Licence  renewed  for  Pasteurised  Milk.  During  the  last  two  or 
three  years  the  samples  have  shown  a high  degree  of  cleanliness,  the  bacteria  count  in  most  cases  being 
very  low. 

(b)  Meat.  Notifications  are  received  as  to  day  and  time  of  slaughtering  and  inspections  of  slaughter  houses 
and  butchers'  shops  made  as  often  as  possible.
